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FOREWORD 

This Indian Standard was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards, after the draft finalized by 
the Photographic Materials Sectional Committee had been approved by the Chemical Division 
Council. 

This standard covers the dimensions for black and white, and colour paper in roll forms for use in 
roll paper printers. The requirements for length, roll width, core length and core diameter have 
been covered in this standard. 

In reporting the results of a test or analysis made in accordance with this standard, if the final value, 
observed or calculated, is to be rounded off, it shall be done in accordance with IS 2 : 1960 'Rules 
for rounding off numerical values ( revised)'.

2.4 Internal Core Diameter 



The internal core diameter of the rolls of all sizes 
shall be 762 ± 0*15 mm. 

2.5 External Core Diameter 

The external core diameter of the rolls of all sizes 
shall be 91*3 mm with tolerance limits of + 07 
mm and — 0*8 mm. 

3 BASIS OF SIZE CHECKING 

3.1 Any check on dimensions shall be made on 
unprocessed paper taken from a previously 
unopened package. All measurements shall be 
made after conditioning a freely suspended 
specimen for 4 hours or until equilibrium has 
been reached in an atmosphere maintained at 
65 ± 2 percent relative humidity at a temperature 
of 20 ± 2°C. 

4 MARKING 

Each roll shall be marked with, in addition to 
any other information, the length of the paper 
contained in it. 



Standard Mark 

The use of the Standard Mark is governed by the provisions of the Bureau of Indian 
Standards Act, 1986 and the Rules and Regulations made thereunder. The Standard Mark on 
products covered by an Indian Standard conveys the assurance that they have been produced 
to comply with the requirements of that standard under a well defined system of inspection, 
testing and quality control which is devised and supervised by BIS and operated by the 
producer. Standard marked products are also continuously checked by BIS for conformity 
to that standard as a further safeguard. Details of conditions under which a licence for the 
use of the Standard Mark may be granted to manufacturers or producers may be obtained 
from the Bureau of Indian Standards.
